Deductions for depreciation form 


an important item in the returns of 
many taxpayers and are the subject 
of frequent inquiry. The revenue act 
of 1928 provides "a reasonable allow- 
ance for the exhaustion, wear and 
tear of property used in the trade or 
business, including a. reasonable al- 
lowance for obsolescence". For con- 
venience, such .allowance usually is 
referred to by regulations relating to 
the income tax as depreciation. 


In- claiming a deduction for depre- 


ciation several fundamental princi- 
ples must be observed. The deduc- 
tion must be confined to property ac- 
tually used in the trade, business, 
profession or vocation. In general, it 
•ipplies to the taxpayer's capital as- 
sets—buildings, machinery, etc.—the 
cost of which can not be deducted as 
a business expense. 
A building or 


machinery gradually becomes old and 
worn out. On account of this de- 
preciation the value of such assets is 
decreased. Loss is thereby sustained 
for which the taxpayer is entitled to 
recognition in making his return or 
income.
